Ii is located in the rotunda on the 
north, and is a lofty pyramidal structure, 
composed wholly of the goods put up by 
the company in cans and jars. 
Títere arc 
ail manner of fruits and berries, jellies, 
honey, catsups, etc. 
They are put up in 
many difierent styles also, as for kitchen 
use in cans, suelt as pie fruits, or carefully 
arranged in jars for immediate tabic use, 
etc. 
There are exhibited aiso vegetables 
put up for direct use, such as asparagus, in 
glass jars, tomatoes in cans and jars, etc. 
In one corner of the inclosure is a small 
pyramid, crowned by a huge jar of the 
loveliest peaches the eye could dw ell upon, 
while tlie central pyramid is capped by a 
similar jar of pears of choice selection. 
The corners of the pyramid are broken by 
octagonal shelves, bearing exam ples of fine 
jellies, etc. 
As a whole, it is a display of 
groat beauty and very tempting to the appe­ 
tite. 
It represents one of the largest and 
most progressive business establishments 
in the interior. 
The Pioneer Milis, H. G. Smith' <t Co., 
Sacramento, in Horticultural Hall, has an 
exhibit in pyramidal form of patent roller 
flour. 
This is shown in a pyramid of sacks 
and also in connter piles of smaller sacks. 
Títere are also glass-covered boxes showing 
tiie different grades of roller flour, m id­ 
dlings, bran, shorts, etc. 
These examples 
are twenty-four in number, and expose 
every step of the process from the grain to 
'■ straight flour.” 
The exhibit represents 
one of the most extensive businesses upon 
the coast. 
Hobby, Sm ith & Young, at the Terra 
Cotta Cottage, show som e rarelv beautiful 
examples of china table service. 
One of 
the most costly and artistic of the sets was 
yesterday reserved by a lady of wealth, 
who has seen the best'the world's markets 
aflbrd. 
At the Ii undock Ilro. Pottery exhibit 
each evening a working potter shows how 
jugs and jars are made. 
On the upper south floor is the exhibit of 
the State Board of Siik Culture, in charge 
o f Mrs. Rienzt, one of the Commissioners. 
It embraces all exhibits of siik culture, 
from the. egg of the moth to the manu­ 
factured silk. Thus we are shown the 
moth, the chrysalis, the worm in its five 
stages of existence, the coconn as formed 
on the brush by the worm, the reeling of 
the silk (done here by hand, but in the 
Filiature at San Francisco by steam) by a 
girl taught in the State Filiature, and she 
is very expert and earning good wages. 
There comes next the silk in hanks, just as 
taken from the reel. 
Then comes the 
spool silk. The silk was raised by Califor­ 
nia women, and reeled and spooled bv 
Carlson it Currier. 
There are shown silk 
stockings from California silk, and pieces of 
black siik from California worms, and 
woven in San Jose by Saufirigon Bros. All 
the natural shades of raw silk are shown. 
There are to be seen the Japanese, French, 
Italian and Chinese cocoons. 
Concerning 
silk 
culture, the Board, through Mrs. 
Reinzi. in a recent pamphlet, sa y s: 
The object of the Board of Bilk Culture is to 
propagate the silk industry throughout the 
BUte, to instruct women and children iu tho 
best m ethod of rearing silkworms and the reel­ 
ing of silk. 
The silk industry relates to the rearing of silk­ 
worms and the production of their cocoons. In 
other countries where this has become an es­ 
tablished industry the work is largely done by 
women, young girls, children, the aged and the 
infirm. 


Everything in the birth, life and work of the 
silkworm is wonderful. Its care is peculinrlv 
ndapted to women. Let the m en plant the m ul­ 
berry trees around their homes; then let them 
hand the Industry over to women and children 
of their households. Those who will do so will 
m ake it possible for their families to contribute 
m utertaliy to the support of the same. 
In the State exhibit are m any curiosities 
we have not space to now mention, notably 
som e inventions to lessen the labor of car­ 
ing for the worms, exam ples of cocoons 
from various counties o f California, etc.

LETTER FROM MEXICO. 


A MULE-BACK TRIP TO PLAINS 


AM) CiTY OF PEROTE. 


D o n k e y s in H ig h a n d L ow L ife-

J a l a p a , Mexico, September 5, 18S5. 
Among the many charm ing excursions 
th a t may be made from Jalapa, one of the 
most delightful is a horse-back ride to the 
famous village of I’erote, w hich lies a score 
of miles away, at the foot of the snow­ 
capped “ Cofre."' 
To speak with strict 
truth, Betsy and I generally take our horse- 
hack rides on burros—the slow but sure­ 
footed donkeys, whom, from the owl-like 
look of philosophic meditation which each 
wears upon Ins countenance under all cir­ 
cumstances, we have dubbed the Mexican 
“ bird of wisdom.” One soon becomes at­ 
tached to the patient little creature that 
has carried one safely over narrow trails 
and slippery steeps, and feels a seuse of 
security on his back.—when one's feet mav 
alm ost touch the ground—which is scarcely 
possible upon a tall, high-stepping horse. 
H ere the donkey predominates, as to num ­ 
bers, over the equine species, a hundred to 
one ; and without him Mexico would be as 
unlike herself as the play of “ Hamlet ” 
w ith Ham let left out. 


DONKEYS IN HIGH AND LOW LIFE. 
In the Capital and other more cosmo­ 
politan cities, some of the finest horses in 
the world are seen, but even in these places 
“ blooded" burros ate of signal value and 
are preferred for many purposes. 
The 
Archbishop (who is still supreme autocrat 
of the country, despite the political deca­ 
dence of Papal power) takes bis daily air­ 
ings behind four clipped m ules; and at the 
first appearance of their well-known mouse- 
hued backs and scrub-brush manes, the 
populace fall upon their knees, without 
waiting to observe whether the carriage is 
occupied by anybody but the coachman. 
The haughty Bishops of Linares, Zaca­ 
tecas. Guadalajara and Michoacan—all very 
“ sw ell” dignitaries, of great wealth—ride 
about behind spans of fancv burros, and it 
is seldom indeed that one sees any of the 
Catholic clergy in Mexico either oil or be­ 
hind a horse. Probably this priestly par­ 
tiality for donkeys sprang from th e ‘belief 
that Christ made all His journeys upon 
them, from the flight into Egypt in His 
m other's arm s to H is trium phal entrv into 
Jerusalem. 
The President of Mexico possesses the 
finest pair of muios I ever saw ; and the 
most beautiful señora in the City of Mexico 
daily displays her dainty dresses and flash­ 
ing jewels upon the fashionable paseo in an 
open landeau drawn by milk-white, care­ 
fully-clipped 
burros, with gold-mounted 
harness and red roses at the base of their 
expressive ears. The country burros, unlike 
their pampered city cousins' lead toilsome 
lives which are one continuous round of 
blows, kicks and hard usage. The poorest 
Indian can own a donkey.which will work 
contentedly till death claims him, on such 
meager fare as cactus leaves, old boots, tin 
cans, etc. The raw and bleeding back of 
the average donkey, the mountainous loads 
continually piled upon hint till only his 
nose and hoofs are visible, and the abuse 
which is his sole reward for faithful serv­ 
ice, lead one to fervently pray that if the 
theory of transmigration of souls be true, 
m ay the gods pres, rve us from a future life 
in that form ! 
When we set out on the 
long journey 


FROM JALAPA TO PEROTE, 
Our gallant host, Don Juan, of the Hotel 
A eracruzana, remarked, 11 l-iilyanic J dos’’ 
(Protect me, God !) “ W hat women are the 
Americans!’’ And we left him wrestling 
with the problem why we did not prefer our 
case at his inn to su b a laborious pilgrim­ 
age, which bad nothing bcvon.l sight­ 
seeing for an incentive. 
The youthful 
nephew of mine host and two stalwart, 
well-armed servants acted as cicerones; 
and thus escorted—with sundry letters of 
recommendation in our pockets from the 
Bishop, as an “ open sesam e” to all doors 
upon the route—there was really little 
danger to be apprehended. 
Leaving the flowery land of fruits, palms, 
acacias anti roses, we rapidly ascended 
the mountain spurs. Cove.'C!* with volcanic 
debris, to the wild plains of the (ifrra tem­ 
blada. which are darkened bv a melancholy* 
race of j,¡11C3 r .lv; aloes. Soon the xem- 
rate region of oaks art5 lifjuid amberwas 
eft behind, and we entered the tierra /rio, 
or “ cold lands,” to which climatic belt be­ 
longs most of the central table-land of 
Mexico. Now we found ourselves among 
the clouds, with a cold, drizzling rain fill­ 
ing the air and drenching us to the skin, 
until, emerging into the old Spanish high­ 
way, paved with basalt, we entered upon 
magnificent scenery. Through the vapors 
spread out below us the peaks of distant 
m ountains peered like islands, and it was 
difficult to believe that we were not upon 
the borders of some vast inland sea. A 
stupendous cascade at our right, after a 
tum ble of several hundred feet straight 
down the mountain side, rushed ahead of 
us. as if leading the way, and plunged into 
the vapory ocean. 
At last we reached Las Vegas, the village 
described by Hum boldt as occupying the 
highest poiiit of land between the Gulf and 
the City of Mexico. All the houses in this 
elevated neighborhood—unlike those of 
cane and adobe in the tropical valleys—are 
of pine logs, each tree furnishing but one 
piece of timber, several inches 
thick. 
These, roughly hewn and closely fitted, 
rem ind one of primitive days in New Eng­ 
land, or new towns in our own Northwest; 
w hile the shingle roofs and puncheon 
floors—unlike any others to be found in 
Mexico—carry out the illusion. To add to 
thoughts of tom e, jays and chickadees, 
birds of the 
temperate zone, twittered 
around us, and for the first tim e during our 
long sojourn in the cactus country, we saw 
the honest face of a yellow dandelion.

IN THIS “ LAND OF THE SKY ” 
The houses indicate colder weather, so the ! 
people plainly show the effects of climate, 
being a hardier and more energetic race ! 
than the lazy denizens of those sandy 
plains that skirt the Gulf. 
It being now nearly 11 a . m .— the accepted 
hour for Breakfast iñ Mexico—we decided 
to avail ourselves of the hospitality be­ 
spoken in our billeets de recommendation, and 
invite ourselves to share some kind soul’s 
morning repast. The house of the Alcalde 
was snee.lily found, and after considerable 
flourish of credentials on our part—not u n ­ 
accompanied by judicious clinking of coin 
—and manifest suspicions ou his side that 
we might be banditti in disguise, that 
worthy gentleman invited us to dismount, 
swung wide the door of his casa and bade 
us enter. It was now our turn for suspi­ 
cion, for it is well known that most of the 
rancheras, and even m any of the petty 
officers in these rural districts are in league 
w ith the “ gentlemen of the road.” N o ta 
week before the diligencia, some 20 miles 
farther down the valley,had been stopped by 
robbers and the passengers ordered to alight 
and throw themselves cn their noses. No 
Mexican ventures upon these reads w ith­ 
out being armed to the teeth, and the uni­ 
versal salutation when travelers meet Is : 
“ Que novedad hay 
Is there anything 
new ” )—always having reference to the do­ 
ings of the ladrones. In a country where 
Justice is seldom to be obtained, but where 
injustice can any day be bought, where 
law exists but in name, and is despicable 
and powerless, it is not so m uch to be 
wondered at that such outrages are sub­ 
m itted to by a demoralized people, who 
prefer any other means of getting a living 
than by honest work, and who are ready 
to resort to any means to gratify their 


INSATIABLE PASSION FOE GAMBLING, 
W hich is really at the bottom of this na­ 
tional evil. It is a positive fact that men of 
all ranks have been known to resort to the 
road to relieve their temporary embarrass­ 
ments—the 
result 
of 
gam bling; and 
num erous instances might be cited in high 
life where such parties have been detected 
and occasionally punished. 
Among the 
latter, which are rare, indeed, for the pun­ 
ishm ent for crimes is principally conhned 
to the lower classes, was the case of Colonel 
Yanes, Aid-de-camp to Santa Ana, who 
was garroted a few years a^o in the City of 
Mexico for the robbery and m urder of the 
Swiss Consul. 
But, to return to the Alcalde of Las 


Y egas, whom we so impolitely left at the 
door of; his casa. The office of Alcalde 
corresponds most nearly to that of Mayor 
in the United 
States, except that the 
former, in out-of-the-way localities, is al­ 
most absolute ruler of his section. There 
being no other authority at hand, he not 
only sets him self un for Judge and jury 
in settling disputes, but takes it upon him ­ 
self to determine whether or no travelers 
may pass through his territory a*, all—and 
many a luckless tourist, whose business 
could not be comprehended, has been 
turned back in bis course and compelled to 
make a wide detour around the domain of 
some obdurate Alcalde. The autocrat of 
Las Vegas was attired in sky-blue breeches, 
a ruftled calico shirt worn with Haps out­ 
side, and gaily-striped serape (blanket) 
thrown over one shoulder. Having been 
duly impressed by the signatures of Bishop 
and President affixed to our credentials, 
we heard him issuing rapid orders to 
half 
a dozen 
ragged 
servants as 
to 
the m en u ; and, this done, lie returned 
with the mistress of the manse, who liad 
incontinently fled at the sound of our 
voices. 
The señora—a gentle creature 
whose weight m ust have been near three 
hundred—was half dragged in by her lord 
and master; but, once inside, her shyness 
suddenly vanished, and with a little laugh 
she settled herself upon a straw mat and 
invited us to do likewise. There being no 
chairs in the casa—nothing but puncheon 
benches ranged around 
the table—we 
clieerfully sank down beside her, although 
the apartm ent appeared to be occupied con­ 
jointly by a most sociable colonv of dogs 
and chickens, while a couple of ‘lean black 
pigs and several goats wandered in and out 
at will. 
CHARACTERISTIC HOSPITALITY. 
Drawing a leathern ease from the depths 
of her greasy gown, our engaging hostess 
tendered us each a cigarette of her own 
rolling, and while endeavored to manfully 
perform the smoking act, as politeness re 
quired, the señora—her bashfulness, un 
fortunately, entirely gone—proceeded to 
handle curiously every article of our ap­ 
parel, both “ seen and unseen.” Our but­ 
toned boots especially excited her surprise, 
anil in the ecstasy of admiration she would 
doubtless have requested them as memen­ 
toes of the visit had not her attention been 
diverted in the nick ot time by the gift of a 
blue-bordered handkerchief and crimson 
neck-tie. 
Meanwhile the servants were rushing 
wildly in and out under orders from the 
Alcalde, and the increased odor of garlic 
and loud spatting of tortillas (thin cakes 
made of crushed corn;, announced that 
breakfast was preparing ; and soon the lord 
of the manor, with sombrero still upon his 
head and serape over his shoulders, waved 
us to seats at his hospitable board. 
His 
wife, being unhappily too broad for the 
space between benches and table, was 
obliged to sitw ith her back to the viands; 
but candor compels me to admit th a t- 
barring her long hair—her duties as host­ 
ess were performed inore satisfactorily (to 
us) in that unusual position, because she 
indulged in neither knife, fork nor spoon, 
but insisted upon helping us with her own 
tobacco-color d fingers to everything within 
reach. Possibly the bill of fare might not 
have been tempting to epicures at home, 
but thanks to habit and the long ride, our 
healthy appetites were able to do it justice. 
There was the usual caldo, a teacup of warm 
water flavored with grease, garlic and chile 
pepper ; sopu, the invariable second course 
—rice boiled in oil and seasoned with chile 
and tom atoes; a huge dish of fat meat, 
boiled with various kinds of seeds and veg­ 
etables ; tortillas hot from the griddle—of 
course without salt, butter or other gar­ 
nishing ; frijoles (red bear.s) stewed in oil 
and eaten with cheese, or curdled coat’s 
milk poured over them ; and strong, bitter 
black coffee, without m ilk or sugar. 
Looking out upon miles of uncultivated 
land, where anything might grow. I asked 
the Alcalde why his neighbors made no 
gardens. 
“ Quien sube,’’ he replied, with 
a shrug of surprise; "con male y chili no 
falta nada"—(“W ho wants more than corn 
and chile?”) 
After the repast other villainous ciga­ 
rettes m ust perforce be smoked, and the 
shadows of afternoon were alarmingly long 
before the hospitable dignitary could‘be in­ 
duced to order our donkevs. * The señora 
grateful for the little gifts she liad received, 
stood sideways in the wide door (being 
herself too expansive to stand otherwise), 
and gave us many parting injunctions to 
keep a sharp lookout—for ladrones; and 
amid many an affec¡ionate adios we turned 
our faces toward the Cofre, that loomed 
like a sheeted ghost before us. 


PLAINS AND CITY OF PEROTE. 
Two hours later we were within the plain 
of Perote, which, level as an ocean, is 
bounded by bills on every side. On one 
hand towers the Stupendous peak of Ori­ 
zaba, on the other thftt C'/'ibrated mountain 
of basaltic porphyry upholding the gigantic 
Cofre (chest) of Aztec tradition; in the 
midst of th? plain rise? the cone of Teni- 
acuaica, and ih the far distance & Series* of 
snow-capped liights outline the horizon. 
Ail these plains of southern Mexico have 
been the basins of former lakes, now dry 
and arid. Not a trace of hum an habitation 
is to be seen for miles, and the deserted 
country looked even more forlorn in an­ 
other cold, drizzling shower. Our mozas 
muttered continually, “ Arc Maria Puris- 
sima! Que vcntm cl so!!"—(“ Holy Virgin, 
send us the sun” )—a petition in which we 
joined with mental fervor. Just before en­ 
tering the village of Perote. the road lies 
through a narrow canyon, which from time 
immemorial has been so haunted by robbers 
that the trail is like a graveyard lined by 
hundreds of black crosses, the nmrdered 
having been buried where they fell. 
All the houses of the town present to the 
street a blank wall of stone or adobe, with 
no windows at all, but frequent loopholes 
for guns. Each casa has but one entrance, 
a wide portal, which is always carefully 
closed, barred and guarded, leading to the 
inner yard around which the rooms are 
built. ‘This*style of architecture shows the 
feeling of insecurity, and that every m an’s 
house m ust be indeed his castle. Not many 
years aeo the ham let was a regular citadel 
of vagabondism, the headquarters of all 
m anner of villainy, in which it was scarce­ 
ly safe to stir out of doors save at midday’. 
A t dusk the streets were as deserted as 
those of Pompeii, and the population were 
barred w ithin their cheerless dwellings— 
all except the ragged ladrones who skulked 
about under the shadows of huge sombre­ 
ros, each with his pistols, dagger or machete 
tucked conveniently beneath his blanket, 
watching for plunder. 


CASTLE OF SAN CAELOS 
AND ITS FAMOUS 
PRISONER. 
. 
A few rods north of the town stands the 
famous castle of San Carlos, which lias 
been to Mexico what the “ tower ” is to 
London. This huge, square fort, with its 
moat and glacis was built in the best style 
of last century fortifications, but would be 
of little use against modern munitions of 
warfare. It was designed as a depository 
of silver when, in consequence of Spanish 
wars w ith maritime nations, it was deemed 
im prudent to send it on to the coast, which 
was 
repeatedly’ ravaged by buccaneers. 
During Mexico’s revolutionary struggle—be­ 
ginning in ISlOand term inating intheover- 
throw of Spanish power some twelve years 
later—the Castle of Perote was mostly used 
as a storehouse for treasure. At one time 
during that period the accumulation within 
it amounted to more than forty millions 
of dollars, and weighed over thirteen 
thousand tons. In this castle many of the 
unlucky Generals have been confined, 
whom revolutions and connter-revolutions 
have turned upon their backs, and from its 
portals not a few political prisoners have 
gone forth to be shot. From this place, in 
1828, Santa Ana issued his pronunciamento 
against Padraza; and here he was impris­ 
oned by’ Rincon, seventeen years later, 
after his capture at Xico. He was confined 
in this castle when banished from the 
country by decree of the Mexican Congress, 
and to it lie returned in trium ph when re­ 
called to hold supreme power of the State. 
\ \ ithin these gloomy walls the deposed 
President Paredes was incarcerated, when 
he had the pleasure of seeing his successor, 
who had himself twice before languished 
here in durance vile, ride by in state to 
usurp the reins of Government. However, 
overturned Presidents are generally well 
treated in this queer country, each new 
ruler being actuated by a fellow-feeling for 
others in adversity, since it is their com­ 
mon fate to be set up and knocked down 
like ten-pins.

OF WOMEN.

We may live without poetry, music and art: 
We may live without conscieuee, aud live with­ 
out heart: 
We may live without friends, tve mav live with­ 
out books, 
But civilized man cannot live without cooks. 
—{Lord Lytlon. 
Prentice Mulford, an old-time California 
writer, publishes, on culinary art, a paper 
in which he asserts that men cooks are em­ 
inently successful, giving entire satisfaction 
to public and employers, after thorough 
trial on ears, hotels, steamers and other 
places, where the public fiimple-Simon to 
the pie-man says, “ Let me taste your 
ware.” The reasons of m en’s success he 
gives as th ese: First, that men are, by rea­ 
son of superior physical strength, best 
fitted for arduous labor over a hot cook 
stove, and to mental strain of deciding 
wbat to cook and how to cook i t : that they 
are always on tim e with meals, manage 
their work in very limited space, and do 
not worry or gel “ nervous.” 
Contrasting his sex with women cooks, 
the writer does not say that women have 
ever been tried and found wanting as cooks 
in public places, but simply that they 
would lail if they were tried, because they 
cannot cook in private as well as men do 
in public; that women use an entire house 
for their work, and could not cratnp them ­ 
selves into spaces allotted to men cooks: 
that women never get even with their 
work, aud in hundreds of years they have 
made few improvements calculated to fa­ 
cilitate the accomplishing of greater results 
with less labor. In fact, 


THAT WOMEN CAN'T COOK AT ALL. 
W hether it is a collusion or not, Mr. Mul- 
ford's observations confirm the impression 
intended to convey, that he is an old bach­ 
elor. A real, simon-pure old maid is per­ 
haps as well fitted to talk on men cooks as 
an alleged bachelor on women's work. 
“ I ft please thee, good milord. 
An’ here’s my hand, ’lore friendly strife.” 
You adm it superior strength for your 
sex and discuss them as cooks only, while 
you speak of women in their general work. 
Kindly fix your mind on that very point. 
Men cooks attend to but one branch of 
business, and can concentrate their powers 
on that line for which they are engaged. 
Having no other work, they do not require 
“ a whole house,” especially when the 
kitchen henting-apporatus and every uten­ 
sil are skillfully arranged for m an’s con­ 
venience and expedition, as is seldom done 
for women. 
The difference of space is not the greatest 
item, for comparison, connected with the 
two at work. In addition to furnishing 
and cleaning the “ whole house,” the care 
of all its occupants is thrust upon the 
woman in private life. She not only cooks 
but nurses, makes, mends, washes and 
irons their clothing; look after the asso­ 
ciates of her children, sometimes of her 
husband; sees to their education, what 
books they read ; has the added work o( 
entertaining visitors; does more or less 
work in connection with churches or be­ 
nevolent societies ; to say nothing of a hun­ 
dred unnamed daily duties incidental lo 
domestic life and from which no good wife 
or mother can escape, or wishes to escape. 
Yet, notwithstanding all these calls drain­ 
ing her sympathies, you complain that a 
woman docs not “ get even with her work” 
compared with a m an who lias none of 
those calls, and superior strength to cope 
with his one duty. 
“ There is a gem that’s named consistency ; 
Go seek it well.” 
It is more difficult to cook for six than 
sixty people. In an average-sized family 
they are, presumably, of varying ages, 
tastes, health conditions, and m ust have 
foods not only cooked, but chosen with 
care, adapted to their needs. Among sixty 
persons individual preferences are lost 
sight of. Nobody expects to get what 
would best please or agree with him, but 
takes chances if 
Indigestion, that conscience of every bad 
stomach, 
Shall relentlessly gnaw and pursue him 
With some ache or some pain.” 


We women are glad that men have mas­ 
tered cooking, because they who really 
know anything about its laborious require­ 
ments are thy ones from w hom tve expect 
appreciation. In any art it is only those 
Ignorant of its necessary training who are 
most ready to sit in adverse judgm ent upon 
the achievements of its votaries. Because 
then succeed as cooks, we are not so ungen­ 
erous as to decry tlielr work in side issues, 
but hope they may “ get even” with all 
their work. 


ANOTHER VIEW OF THE CASE. 
There<iro further differences for consid­ 
eration. W ho employ men ? Corporations 
or patrons that afford unlimited supplies. 
The trouble of frequent purchases is obvi­ 
ated by a steward, who furnishes large 
quantity as well as great variety to devise 
from. All the man cook has to do to get 
anything he wants is to draw on the stew­ 
ard. or, in that worthy’s absence, order 
from the respective tradesmen. 
It is not 
necessary for the man cook to save here, 
and scrimp there, so that, he may buy new 
shoes for the railroad President, pay a doc­ 
tor’s bill for the steamer company’s wife, 
or take the hotel's children to the fair. He 
assumes no economical burdens. 
The 
grocer’s bill never comes within 
his 
ken, for he uses all 
the 
butter he 
wants, whether it is cheap or dear. 
He need not save on eggs or sugar. 
His canned 
fruits and vegetables cost 
him not one hour's labor. H e has a dish­ 
washer who does all the drudgery and 
leaves hitu time for complete arrange­ 
ments. His salary is in sight and corpora­ 
tions take the profits. This is not to insin- 
llate that men are wasteful, hut it is to say 
that they are not pursued by constant 
plans to economize as are thousands of 
women everywhere, who arc not even ex- 
Íiectant of appreciation as reward, much 
ess of a stated sum to look for. It corpor­ 
ations issued orders to cut down on this or 
that, or growled when the butcher’s bill 
came in, men cooks would throw up their 
jobs with a speed that would oftentimes 
benefit women to pattern after. Toward 
those dependent on her loving heart for 
health and happiness resulting from the 
mental anil physical food that she supplies, 
think you a woman feels no moral respon­ 
sibility. Full well she realizes, 
“ Oh, better no doubt is a dinner of herbs ' 
When seasoned by love which no rancor dis­ 
turbs. 
And sweetened by all that is sweetest in life, 
Than turbot, bisque, ortolan, eaten in strife." 
If a man cook imagines him self master 
of his art, think you he cares a sand pie 
who likes his cooking? W hy n o t? Be­ 
cause on steamers and cars, where you 
speak of him as most successful, he deals 
entirely with a floating population. Who 
is here to-day is gone to-morrow. It is 
nothing to him wbat they prefer, what 
agrees w ith them, or what they want to 
pay. H e has not fixed the price. H e con­ 
sults nobody about the bill of fare, but 
cooks according to the season’s staples for 
fifty or a hundred, as required. W hen the 
season changes he will slightly change the 
bill, always sure of plenty to draw from. 
If to-day’s crowd don t like it, to-morrow's 
will—o f not, it’s all the same to him . If 
there are regular boarders, they can take 
what is put before them, and no words 
about it, or change their boarding-house. 
W ho ever heard of boarders grumbling ot 
suggesting to a man cook? H e is master 
of the situation knows it, and laughs to 
scorn personal or public palate. 


w ithout help, and how long, think you, 
will be refrain from “ getting nervous.” 
If women in private were given the ad­ 
vantages of men in public, there would be 
no carpers who cry without knowing 
whereof. 
II as much were required of 
men cooks in public as of women workers 
in private, this protest against imposition 
had not needs be written, and there would 
be no men cooks. 


“ BY THEIR WOBKS SHALL YE KNOW THEM.” 
Aside from the comparative few whom 
they have fed, bow has the world at 
been benefited by those men who have ac­ 
quired culinary brilliancy ? A few French­ 
men have taught fancy cooking at fancy 
prices to the rich. Show u sa man who 
bas gone "p u t of bis sphere” to teach the 
poor and middle class people how on small 
sums 
they 
can 
prepare 
wholesome, 
attractive foods. Juliet Corson and Miss 
Farioa have for years been doing th a t- 
diffusing at trifling cost, in classes for 
children, grown girls and women, ex­ 
tensive knowledge in 
family cookery. 
Show us a man who, knowing wines or 
other beverages, has taught the public to 
mix healthful, cooling drinks for the sick. 
Florence Nightingale and Clara Barton did 
so. Show us a man who has given to young 
housekeepers any instructions on the best 
methods of canning fruit, making bread or 
general house management. Jenny June 
and Mrs. Henry W ard Beecher publish 
papers on such «subjects. 
Show us a man 
who .bas all his lile been known as a novel­ 
ist, and suddenly astonishes the public 
with cook hooks and home help that show 
him well versed in domestic economy. 
Marion H arland was such a one. Show us 
any man cook who publishes frequent arti­ 
cles in papers as do numerous women writ­ 
ers, describing how to cook and serve pret­ 
ty birthday, Thanksgiving, Christmas and 
common dinners. Show u sa housekeepers’ 
colutnu intelligently edited bv any man 
cook.

“ THE WORLD MOVES.” — GALILEO. 
Women make no improvements, you 
say. Are you aware, professed old bache­ 
lor, that married women do not own what 
they earn ? T hat they are not educated in 
ethics of house-building? Are not con­ 
sulted as to what they want about their 
houses? And that their expressed wishes 
for alterations are generally denied with, 
" We 
can 
do without 
th at- too hard 
tim es?” 
A wife works as many, often 
more, hours a day than her husband. 
For society to assume that men support 
their wives is, in most cases, presum ptu­ 
ous. If her labor represents no productive 
money value, take her out of the house, 
and see w hat it will cost to hire her work 
done. To fill her place is impossible at 
any price. 
When a tine horse ¡shred, does its trainer 
require no credit ? A ltera house is built, 
is nothing due the one who takes care of 
it? Though factories turn out the cloth, is 
it no work or worth to cut and sew gar­ 
ments? Is it not as necessary that food 
shall he properly cooked as well as sup­ 
plied ? Give women means due to their 
earnings, and see how soon they will pro­ 
vide improvements for tln ir owii conveni­ 
ence. Look at the army, every year in­ 
creasing its ranks. of woimn who'support 
themselves by telegraph operating, type 
writing, newspaper work, practicing law, 
medicine, teaching, painting, 
as book­ 
keepers, florists, dressmakers, etc. 
Most of 
them have been married. 
Where are the 
husbands ? Discharged as non-supporlers, 
because they could not even cook, much 
less furnish theirow n or their wives' meals. 
In conclusion, fellow Bohemian, let me 
call your attention to the fact that women 
are m arching toward a millennium of 
equal pay for equal work, and that in the 
good time coming we propose to tell you 
just how and wherein men have failed as 
cooks and otherwise.

G la ss-m a k in g .—In the manufacture of 
glass fifty years ago 28 pounds of potash 
and 2t) pounds of wood ashes were used to 
every 100 pounds of sand. The first change 
from this was to burn tlie potash in an 
oven, and work it as a pnddler does iron, 
in order to obtain better results, and this 
was used with lime in about the same pro­ 
portion as potash and wood ashes above 
named. Soda ash was first used in New 
Jersey, but its introduction in Western 
factories was rapid, and the mix was 
changed to 33 pounds of soda ash and 20 
pounds of lime to 100 pounds of sand.

“ There was," said another member of 
the party, “ a curious illustration of mind- 
reading or spiritual telegraphy, or w hat­ 
ever you like to call it, during tiie war. 
You remember that the battle of Gettys­ 
burg was settled on the 3d of July, though 
Lee lay on his arms expecting another 
attack on the 4th, and began his retreat 
that night. The surrender of Vicksburg 
occurred on the 1th. Gettysburg and Vicks­ 
burg are 800 miles apart, or perhaps more, 
and no telegraph message had been re­ 
ceived at Gettysburg—at least, if there 
had been, it could hardly have reached 
headquarters before sundown on the 4th. 
The Twelfth Corps had been drawn up in 
line on the afternoon of the 4th, with a 
view to changing position, and was stand­ 
ing at ‘ in place rest,’ when one of the sol­ 
diers exclaimed, ‘ Vicksburg’s taken !' Tiie 
word passed down the line, and a cheer 
broke from the troops. That news and the 
certainty that Lee had sustained a severe 
defeat put new life into them. But when 
an attempt was made to trace the news to 
official sources it couldn’t be done. That 
soldier ‘felt it in liis bones,' and had 
spoken right out. 
Next day dispatches ar­ 
rived that proved the soldier had spoken 
the truth.” 
“ Yes, those tilings are unaccountable.” 
said a third speaker. " The intuitions, or 
whatever they are, needn’t be so very im ­ 
portant, either. I remember that my father 
was sitting in his library one afternoon, 
when lie took out his watch, looked at it, 
and said : ‘E—— 
will be here in ten 
minutes.’ 
E 
was his brother-in-iaw, 
who lived in a neighboring town, and 
though lie called frequently, lie was not ex­ 
pected that day.

P a r is , July 28th.—Leo Taxil had the 
courage to present him self at the meeting 
of the Free-thought Societies, convoked 
last evening to consider his recantation, 
but he had ltardlv entered the hall when 
he was violently abused by the President, 
who, in the course of his denunciation, ex­ 
claimed : “After having obtained 17,000 
adherents, after having created the great 
anti-Clerical movement, you abjure it all, 
and this at the supreme hour of the strug­ 
gle.

W ater from B elow th e Sea. 
Nearly three years ago the Lackawanna 
Iron and Coal Company began to sink an 
artesian well not far from the main works 
of the company. Geologists expressed the 
opinion that a constant flow of water conld 
be obtained by boring 1.000 feet. The work 
was carried on under the supervision of 
W illiam McEachan. 
The 
diameter of 
the hole was 
eight 
inches. 
At 1,600 
feet there was no indication of water. The 
drill had gone several hundred feet below 
the lowest coal deposit and had passed 
through 
strata 
ot sand, conglomerate 
and clay. The well had then reached a 
depth of nearly 300 feet below the sea level. 
For m onths thereafter the drill was kept 
busy. 
Recently it touched a point 2,100 
feet 
below 
the 
surface 
and 
water 
was found. 
It rose to the top of the 
well, but the overflow was so small that 
there was no prospect that its volume 
would be sufficient to supply the mills. 
The company concluded to abandon the 
work, and ordered the machinery to be 
removed. 
Mr. McEachan. however, ad­ 
vanced the theory that water in abundance 
arose from the bottom of the well to a soft 
stratum a short distance below the lower 
vein of coal, through which it flowed 
away to the south. 
He prevailed on 
the officials to let hint try an experi­ 
ment. 
H e believed that the flow of 
water would be greatly increased if the 
well was tubed from the top to a point be­ 
low the soft stratum . A few days ago the 
tubing was completed and immediately an 
eight-inch stream of water spurted seven 
feet above the surface and has continued to 
do so ever since.—[N. Y. Sun.

THE WATER QUESTION. 


Wednesday we published an official report 
made upon the scheme to bring water for 
the domestic supply of this city from the 
Blue Lakes. 
It relates, however, wholly 
to the question of the purity of the source 
of supply and the means of preserving it 
pure en route. It does not touch the ques­ 
tion at all of the cost of the supply, nor 
the policy of buying water from a private 
company for an annual spot sum. These are 
to be vital questions in the matter. 
The R ecord-U n io n is committed to no 
water scheme, but it does wish to see clear, 
pure water introduced, believing, however 
good and harmless the present river sup­ 
ply, that the practical effect of clear and 
pure water will he of great m aterial bene­ 
fit to this city. 
It may be laid down as axiomatic that it 
is always bad for a city to let the owner­ 
ship of its water supply pass out of its 
hands. 
W hen it does do so. there are very 
likely to arise issues that enter into munic­ 
ipal politics. 
However good, safe and 
complete a contract may be made with a 
water company now, it is simply impossi­ 
ble to so bind the contracting parties that 
future administrations may not be set up 
to modify, enlarge, or wholly change the 
terms. 
There never yet was a water com­ 
pany supplying a city that was not a factor 
in the politics of the city. 
But all these 
considerations may he outweighed by dem­ 
onstrated and counterbalancing lienefits. 
Fortunately for Sacramento she has a sys­ 
tem of water works which she need not 
abandon, and that can always be used as a 
reserve force to keep a contracting com­ 
pany to terms. 
There is another consideration that is 
being debated, and will not be ignored, and 
that is the purity of any water supply 
brought in ditches. The committee report 
that the proposed supply would deteriorate 
and be prejudicial to the users unless 
taken from the main canal leading from 
th e lakes. 
This canal, we _ are told, runs 
mainly through hard, rocky soil, in many 
places through rock cuts and over cob­ 
bles, traverses a sparsely settled country, 
and may easily be protected from surface 
drainage. 
L’ufortunately the committee 
does not give any clear idea of the length 
of the canal, but it is sufficient to know 
that they oppose all small ditches, and de­ 
cide that the supply should be drawn from 
the main canal—in which the water is of 
the best quality—and conveyed to the city 
in pipes, and from above any reservoirs. It 
would appear as if this part of the report 
was a practical rejection of the proposed 
scheme, for, as we understand it, it is ex­ 
tremely doubtful if the company will 


agree to such a lengah of pipe line, and 
without decreasing the fall by reservoirs. 
The water is reported as coming from a 
most desirable source— pure, clear, cold, 
ample in quantity, subject to the action of 
frosts, and in every way good. 
This places the subject therefore lie fore 
the people in an intelligible light, and 
now will come the financial propositions 
and tlie proposal of terms of agreement. 
These must be considered coolly, without 
any beat, and with the economic question 
kept constantlv in view. 
This is not a 
m atter for any partisanship whatever. 
The city i» in the situation of a buyer 
selecting goods. 
She can pick and choose, 
and is not driven to purchase. 
But this 
one consideration should never lie lost 
sight of—the great desirability and the 
immeasurable benefits of clear, pure, cold 
water in ample supply for present uses 
and all possible future demands. 
It is a 
thing everybody wants, the tiene fits are 
almost countless and outweigh many other 
considerations. 
But while the mountain supply is being 
considered, the City Trustees are wisely 
experimenting w ith artesian wells. It is 
known that all the upland region easterly 
and southerly of the city yields good water 
in wells of depths varying from 25 to 200 
feet, and that are alisolutely invincible to 
surface 
influences. 
These 
groups of 
wells are now supplying more water to 
private owners than this city uses, and 
they have been doing so a long time, and 
without apparent diminution. 
Two ex­ 
perimental wells are beingsunk within the 
city, and good water may be found, but the 
preference always will be for wells upon 
the dry uplands. 
We saw one last week 
on land well aliove the bottoms and over 
two miles back from the river, which, 
though but -10 feet in depth, keeps its sup­ 
ply at a level but five feet below the sur­ 
face of the laud. 
The whole question of the well supply 
should be exhausted and thoroughly tested 
before any conclusion as to a change of 
systems is arrived at. 
In fact, any and all 
propositions and schemes should lie inves­ 
tigated, and so presented to the people that 
there can lie no public misapprehension 
upon any phase of the water question. 
The people are sitting now as a jury, and 
are competent to pass upon the facts that 
may be presented. They are not commit­ 
ted to any system, and the public mind is 
in an admirable condition to adjudicate 
the water question dispassionately. 


I in New York in June last, and scattered

The British 
Museum 
collection, of 
course, is probably the most extensive 
known, hut there are smaller collections in 
which as costly articles appear. 
Thus 
Dr. Vilhelm Bergsue, of Copenhagen, has 
hundreds of rare specimens of the porce­ 
lain coinage of Siam. 
In the possession 
of the A ntiquarian and Numismatic So­ 
ciety of Philadelphia is a complete set of 
the paper money once in use in Turkey, 
hut now abolished, and a high value is 
placed upon the collection, as probably not 
another complete one exists outside of 
official archives in Turkey.

SOMETHING ABOUT NUMISMATICS. 


Not nearly so much general attention is 
given to numismatics now as a few years 
ago. 
Aliout the time of the outbreak of 
the rebellion “ coin collecting ” was a craze, 
and rare varieties were eagerly sought and 
highly prized. 
Numerous nnmismatical 
journals appeared, and coin catalogues 
were more numerous still. 
Though the 
craze had its day, the genuine collectors 
have not flagged in their enthusiasm in 
this branch of historic research. 
The 
coin collections of the world have steadily 
increased in number, and the more notable 
ones of the first half of the century have 
been 
augmented, and 
are 
enhancing 
greatly in value. 
At this time there is a 
decided revival on the subject. Newspapers 
are frequently applied to for information 
as to coin values and the address of buying 
collectors. There is not what 
can be 
termed a regular market for old coins. 
They bring prices measured by the sjiecial 
and immediate desire cf those who wish to 
complete their cabinets. 
W hile the de­ 
mand for an article and the supply create 
the market price usually, it is not alto­ 
gether true iu the case of rare coins. 
In Boston, New York, Chicago, Phila­ 
delphia and San Francisco there are regu­ 
lar dealers, who buy, not as collectors, but 
as speculators. 
These never pay such 
prices as collectors accord, for the latter 
are never speculators. Usually they are 
men and women of means, willing to spend 
money to gratify the taste for the jiosses- 
sion of rare and curious coins and medals, 
because of the 
antiquity and historic 
iuteVest that attaches to many of them. 
The real values, let us say, in answer to 
several inquirers writing to this office in 
recent weeks, are fixed at auction sales. 
Thus, in New York, recently, the Balmanrto 
collection was put under the hammer, as 
also was the Athole collection, and, of 
course, drew together all the prominent 
coiu-collectors of the East. 
At the first- 
named sale a Massachusetts 
pine-tree 
shilling of 1652 brought $3 75, while a 
United ¡States eagle cent of 1856 brought 
$3 10. 
A proof set of 1857, from one cent 
to one dollar, brought $20, but uncirculated 
half dollars, even of earlier date, brought 
only face value. 
A copper British war 
medal of Germantown, 1777, sold for $18 25, 
and a provisional dollar of Mexico, 1811, 
brought the same price. 
A Cork shilling, 
1747, went for $20; a gold half-Unicorn of 
James III., 1486, $0 ; a gold Lion of Marv, 
1533, $11; 
Anglo-Saxon 
jvenuy, 852, 
$11 25 ; a jenny of- Cruet the Little, 872, 
$9 25 ; a penny of Etlielstan, 925, $13 10 ; 
a pound jiiece of Charles I., 1642, $46; 
Blondeau’s pattern half-crown, Common­ 
wealth, 1648, $70 50, 
and a Portcullis 
crown of Elizabeth, $146 25. 
At this sale 
the 
highest 
price 
paid 
was 
for 
a crown of Charles I., 1644, which was 
knocked down to an enthusiast for $205. 
Numismatic books are many, numbered 
by the thousand, and will be found in 
greater or less variety in all good libraries^ 
Upon English coinage William II. Hen- 
fre/s Guide, 1870; Ruding’s Annals. 1840; 
J. Henry’s Guide of Silver Coins. 1877; 
M. S. Leake’s Historical Account, 1745, 
are valuable, as are J. IX Robertson’s 
Handbook to the Coinage of Scotland, 
Lindsay’s Coinage of Scotland, L.S. Sothe­ 
by’s Catalogue of English Coin Sales, 1843, 
and Lindsay’s Coinage of Ireland, 1839. 
On ancient coins the works of Eckhel, 
9 volumes, 1792-8; Mionnet, 6 volumes, 
18.06-13, are standard, while in America 
Dickeson’s American Numismatical Manu­ 
al, 1859, is a high authority to that date. 
It will be seen by what has been stated 
that it is not dateage alone that gives value 
to a coin—but rather its scarcity and the 
cabinet demands of collectors. 
Those who 
are especially desirous of authentic infor­ 
mation concerning the dealing in numis­ 
matics will probably receive reliable ad­ 
vice from the Museum Magazine, Philadel­ 
phia; the Cbin Journal, Lancaster, Pa.; the 
American Journal of Numismatic*, Boston, 
or the American Antiquarian, Chicago; 
The Athole collection, already referred 
to, was a very valuable one. It was sold 


PACIFIC 
SLOPS. 


The committee appointed some time ago 
by the American Bar Association has rc- 
jxirted to the legal world that the cause of 
the law’s delay is m ainly chargeable to the 
lawyers themselves. 
This is frank, and 
must be accejited as true. 
The lawyers 
are told by their own committee that they 
bring the law into contempt by delaying 
jiroceedings 
in 
Court 
by 
interjtosing 
merely technical ¡deas, and by a system of 
practice that contributes to needlessly long 
litigation, and to the uncertainty of the 
law. 
It remains to lie seen if the profes­ 
sion will jiroiit by the finding of its own 
jury, and th e membership, by the way, was 
made uji of the eminent lawyers, David 
Dudley Field, M inister Phelps and ex 
Judge Dillon. 
The committee in one 
part of its report says; 
We arc a host in num bers : we have influence 
direct and indirect, greater than th at of any 
other profession or class of men in the country ; 
we are a part and parcel of the judicial estab­ 
lishm ent ; we kuow best the laws ot the laud as 
they are, and we should know best w hat they 
ought to he : we cau m ake ourselves heard and 
heeded 
in every legislative hail, in every 
executive cham ber, and on every bench of jus­ 
tice, and we have giveu pledges, not less i,Hid­ 
ing because not expressed in words, that the 
functions w ith which the State has endowed us 
shall be used to promote justice, not alcne by 
assi-ting suitors in their private controversies 
as they arise, but by doing our best to m ake the 
occasions of such controversies as few as possi­ 
ble, and the issue thereof as speedy and as near 
right as we 
can 
m ake 
them." 
T hat 
we 
have failed so long to redeem these pledges is 
no reason lor failing longer. L it us redeem 
them now. 


This leads the San Francisco Bulletin to 
express the hope that after this there will 
lie less cause for comjilaint. 
It is a gener­ 
ous expression, but until 
there is ac­ 
tion by State and City Bar Associations we 
shall not exjiect reform. 
The difficulty is 
that the lawyers are an unorganized body. 
There is no power to enforce reforms 
among them except by the unsatisfactory 
method of legislation. 
If every Bar Asso­ 
ciation will, however, take 
u j i the m atter 
and act upon it with vigor and diligence 
a great deal may lie sjieedily accomplished, 
for the legal fraternity is delicately suscep­ 
tible to the action of its associations. 
It 
is as much as a lawyer’s business is worth 
to be tabooed by his local association. 
If 
they could by law be 
rightly 
organ­ 
ized, and jiower 
given 
to 
the 
asso­ 
ciations 
to 
enforce, under 
court aj>- 
jiroval. tbeir 
decrees, practice at 
the 
bar could be sjieedily amended and bet­ 
tered. 
The committee referred to recom­ 
mends 
fewer 
debates, stricter, simpler 
methods of procedure; the inhibition of 
“ jiersonal altercations;” the refusal of 
new trials except where it is jierfectly clear 
injustice has been done, and the abridg­ 
ment of the jieriod within which ajipeals 
mav be taken. 
Some of these things must 
be accomplished, if at all, bv legislation. 
But th at can lie had in any State if the 
majority of lawyers agree that it shall be 
had. 
In this connection there is recalled 
an article in a California magazine a few 
months ago from the pen of one of the 
most prominent of our Sujietjor Judges, 
and which we referred to at some length, 
and in which he bitterly assailed the jires- 
ent system of granting new trials, and 
wherein were suggested director and simjiler 
methods of doing justice. His plan would, 
if adopted, cut short the m ultitude of ap- 
jieals taken, lessen the cost of litigatio 
and euable litigants to know the fate of 
their cases w ithin the jieriod of an average 
lifetime, at least. 
In any light in which 
viewed the rejiort of the Committee of the 
American Bar Association ought to effect 
much good, and bring about better or­ 
ganization among lawyers through which 
the reforms indicated mav be worked.

CALIFORNIA EXHIBIT. 


W h a t Is S aid o f th e G olden S ta te a t 
L o u isv ille E xpo sitio n . 
[Louisville (Ky.) Post, September 4th.) 
In looking over the display of the pro­ 
ductions of California, one thing that sur­ 
prises the visitor as much as anything else 
is the great progress that has been made in 
tlie Golden Slate in so short a time. 
Thousands of people in all sections o f our 
broad country distinctly remember the 
gold rush ot early days. 
The great West 
was then considered by Eastern people as 
the uttermost limit of Western progress. As 
in a night a new field was opened. 
Man­ 
kind was electrified by the announcement 
of the discovery o f gold at Sutter's Mill, 
near Colonia. 
This so-called discovery 
(for gold had been known to exist in Cali­ 
fornia for several decades before) cante at a 
time when the young blood o f a great 
country was seeking new fields for the ex­ 
penditure of its energy. 
The young and 
vigorous from all sections braved hard­ 
ships and daugers anil swarmed to the new 
El Dorado, 
'the laud which had been 
sleeping under the rule of Spanish padres 
and Mexican priests awoke to the sound of 
the miner’s pick in the canyons, gulches 
and ravines of the Sierra Nevada. 
A new 
lile was infused, everything was bustle; 
men 
hurried 
thither, 
mined 
rapidly, 
courted the Goddess o f Fortune without 
the ceremony of an introduction, and their 
advances were in many cases welt received. 
Others soon tired of an occupation that was 
laborious and ofttinies uncertain. 
These 
followed the bent of their earlier training 
and became merchants, farmers and stock- 
raisers. 
Towns sprung .up around the miners, 
stores were erected, and the early store­ 
keepers gathered tlie golden harvest sown 
by the miners. 
It was an era of romance, 
excitement, endeavor and achievement. 
Thirty odd years witness a great change 
in all but the rush of early days. 
Cities 
have sprung up at advantageous points 
throughout the State; towns dot the hill- 
slopes and deck fertile valleys; thrifty 
farm-houses 
are seen 011 every h a n d ; 
square miles of golden grain are growing 
where in the eavlv days men said that 
wheat would not thrive ; hillsides that tire 
miners thought too poor lor aught but gold, 
and hardly worth tlie m ining at that, are 
now covered with plentiful orchards and 
extensive vineyards, where tlie empurpled 
grape grows luscious beneath the slant­ 
ing rays of tlie western sun. 
Such has been the grand transformation 
that Californians and the world have wit­ 
nessed—out of the darkness o f unproduct- 
ability into the light of full fruition. 
The exhibits from Placer county, in the 
Southern Pacific display, show how invalua­ 
ble for fruit, and even for alfalfa and corn, 
are tlie rich foothills which yielded so much 
gold in early days. The plum s anil prunes 
shown in solution are of enormous size, 
and tlie same is characteristic of all tlie 
fruit front this section. 
Here we see a 
blackberry vine that grew fourteen feet in 
one season. The samples of tree and vine 
growths are equally interesting. 
A large 
number of photographs convey an idea of 
the character of what is known as the foot­ 
hills. These arc the low-ly¡Bg ridges which 
border tlie eastern line of California's great 
interior valley, rising ridge on ridge to con­ 
stantly increasing altitudes before they be­ 
come "sufficiently elevated to be denom i­ 
nated mountains, anil to form distinctive 
parts o f tlie majestic range known as Sierra 
Nevada, which extends the entire length of 
the State, having a width iu places of 80 
miles and possessing altitudes in their A l­ 
pine fastnesses of 14,000 feet. 
From El Dorado county, in which gold 
was discovered in 1848, instead of the pre­ 
cious metals we see samples of luxurious 
fruit and grain that has grown fat on fertile 
soil. 
Two bundles of oats are particularly 
interesting; each is tlie growth from a sin­ 
gle seed, and 406 stalks, each with full 
heads, constitute one of tiiese marvelous 
examples Of one 
prodigally productive 
seed. 
The exhibits of Nevada county resemble 
those of Placer and El Dorado? Here we 
also see the grains and fruits in profusion, 
and. as in the other displays, samples of 
raisins, dried fruits and wines are shown 
which are made from the products of tlie 
orchards and vineyards of these counties. 
A collection of grasses and wheat, which 
were grown directly over the principal 
quartz mines of Nevada county, show that 
in tins section all bounteous' nature pro­ 
vides on the surface of the soil to produce 
the finest grains and fruits, and beneath, in 
the bosom of a solid rock, tlie gold that 
men covet. 
The exhibit has been rendered more in­ 
teresting by Felix Gillet, of Nevada City, 
who lias sent what is called a cocooning 
shelf and ladders, as well as an interesting 
chart in relation to silk culture, and also 
specimens of the leaves of different varie­ 
ties o f the mulberry tree. 
Mr. Gillet ha3 done much for California 
in increasing the knowledge and extending 
the industry o f silk-raising. Som e fine 
samples of wine from this gentleman show 
that he is not devoting all his energies to 
one industry. 
From the counties of Amador and Cala­ 
veras the samples are principallv fruits 
preserved in solution. 
The sam e remarks 
apply to these as to the fruits of the other 
counties mentioned. 
W e next cotne to the table containing the 
productions o f Fresno county. 
Here is a 
very fine exhibit of different varieties o f 
raisins, prepared by Miss M. F. Austin, 
who went to Fresno and located in the 
“ Central California Colony ” when the 
prosperous settlements in that section of 
the State began. 
Miss. A. had been a 
prominent school teacher in San Francisco, 
and her health had given way under the 
strain of the school-room. 
Hers had been 
the experience of many women in Califor­ 
nia who had turned to agricultural pursuits 
for a living. 
Her beautiful tree-surrounded 
home and thriving vineyard attest her suc­ 
cess. 
There are a large Variety of different 
grains from Fresno county, as well as fruits 
preserved in solution. 
Among the samples 
of grain in sheaf, one is particularly inter­ 
esting ; it is a sample of oats, which shows 
two crops grown in one season, without re­ 
ceiving water, either natural or by irriga­ 
tion, from the time the first crop was a few 
inches above the ground. 
From Tulare county there is a large ex­ 
hibit of fruit preserved in solution, and the 
size and beauty of the specimens are par­ 
ticularly noticeable. 
The fertility of the 
soil is shown by the grain as well as the 
fruit. 
Here we see samples of canary seed 
—the long stocks of the grass and the oval 
nodding heads are very pretty. The ex­ 
hibits of Stanislaus and Merced counties 
are wholly o f grain—large, plump, beau­ 
tiful white 
wheat, 
principally of 
the 
Australian and Chile varieties. From Mer­ 
ced county we also see a sain pie of very tine 
cotton. 
Kern county is represented by bales of 
excellent cotton, raised on the ranch of 
Haggin & Co., near Bakersfield. 
Besides 
tlie ginned cotton we see cotton seed and 
cotton that has not been ginned.

The question of immigration presents 
itself to us now with greater importance 
th an ever before. Though our State has 
received of laie years large numbers of new 
settlers, we m ust adm it that, so far. the 
greater portion of our immigrants have 
com e from the East, and are for the most 
part of a class that have but little or no 
means. They fail into the hands of un­ 
scrupulous speculators, who take all their 
means, thus forcing them into debt, and 
after a year or so of labor, the poor man 
finds him self as poor as when he came: 
gets discouraged, and unless lie can raise 
sufficient means to get back East, becomes 
a burden to tbe public—one (if those who 
curse the .State, 
llad he been possessed of 
a little means when he came here, all this 
would have been different. The advice 
constantly thundered into the oar of the 
poor man in the East is, “ Go W est! Go 
W est!" He conies west, and when his 
scanty means are gone, where can we send 
him ? Not much further west, you will 
adm it. 
• 
Beyond ail question, agriculture is the 
tirm foundation upon which must be built 
tbe solid prosperity of our State, with its 
m illions of cheap acres of fine grain and 
fruit lands, 
yet untouched, which can be 
made to yield rich, golden harvests. The 
lands are h ere: they are not held at a high 
price; but the question now arises, “ How 
can we best populate these lands with a 
good, desirable class of settlers, men—tillers 
of the soil, who have sufficient means to 
pay for their lands and live on while they 
are opening their farm or waiting for their 
vineyard or fruit farm to come into bear­ 
ing? ’ iSueli men, could we place them 
upon these lands, could live and be satis­ 
fied with California, while at the same 
tim e tlu-y would be the powerful loadstone 
which would draw many more of the 
sam e class in a constant stream of immiura- 
tion to the Golden State. 
W here shall we go—to what country 
shall we look for such a class of im m i­ 
grants? The answer is very simple 
Long 
years of experience all over the country 
east of the Rockies, has proven that the 
hardy, frugal and honest German is prefer­ 
able to all others. In proof of this we 
have only to point to Iowa, Nebraska. 
Kansas and other Eastern States which 
owe their prosperity to their German ele­ 
m ent. The German, by his economy, skill 
and hard work, builds up a competence, 
creates a home and makes the best kind of 
citizen—better than any of tiie varied 
classes that swarm to our shores from the 
Old W orld. They do not lose their energy 
nor give way to’ despair if fickle fortune 
fails to pour riches into their lap from the 
beginning—in fact, it is next to impossible 
to dishearten a German. 
Among the German people, while all 
m ake good citizens, those California most 
needs and desires are those who come from 
the grape-growing districts of the Rhine, 
Moselle, Alsace-Lorraine and Switzerland. 
Because: First—Tiie better educated classes 
there, from religious and political reasons, 
are more liable and desirous to seek new 
homes than is any other class. They want 
homes" in a congenial ciliue, where they 
will he free in thought and deed. Second 
—Every 
one 
of 
these 
men, 
outside 
his 
general 
knowledge |gof agricult­ 
ure,; 
is 
thoroughly 
versed 
¡:; 
the 
culture 
of 
fruit, 
grapes 
and 
the 
m aking of wine—as every one knows. 
T hird—The climate of Caiitomia. almost a 
counterpart ot their own, could only please 
them and make them more than satisfied 
to remain, once let them know w hat it is. 
Fourth—The greater num ber of these peo­ 
ple have the means to come here, pay for 
their lands, and live while waiting a return 
from their investment. 
• 
i Lice obtain sucli a class of immigration, 
and it would be the means of drawing a 
constant stream to California from these 
countries, and add untold wealth to the 
Stare, both in men and money value. Here 
the question arises : Have w j in Northern 
California lands suited to the wants of such 
people? This is also easily answered, for 
in no other piace in the United States can 
be found such lands and such a matchless 
climate ; nowhere is the soil so adapted to 
the culture of ail kinds of fruit and grapes. 
The facilities for irrigation are unexcelled. 
Every foot of land can be easily irrigated. 
Mr. Gottlieb Sleber, of Marysville, owns 
500 acres of land in the foothills, of which 
100 acres are already planted to wine grapes 
—the first foreign grapes to be planted’in 
th at part of the country. They are of a 
superior quality and the second year made 
a growth of live feet of good wood. 
Messrs. Forbes A Bros, own from 3,000 to 
4.000 acres in the foothills, The Canustadt 
colony have 2,500 acres to spare. 
Mr. 
Wilson, of Butte county, is the owner of 
'arge tracts of land, and we might enlarge 
this article to an undesirable length by 
naming others—and then there are thou­ 
sands of acres of railroad lands. 
If more proof were wanted of the adapt­ 
ability of these lands we have only to point 
to the 3,000-aere vineyard of Senator Stan­ 
ford at Vina, or to General Bidwell's m on­ 
ster fruit farm at Chico. 
We feel justified 
in saying that there is in Northern Cali­ 
fornia a sufficiency of good land upon 
which to settle numerous colonies, which 
would prosper and enrich the State. 
How shall we get such a desirable class 
of people to come here? How shall we 
make them acquainted with the richness 
and unlimited capacities of our fertile 
hítate ? We can reach a certain class by 
books and pamphlets, but the better class, 
the men we need, want something more 
than finely-written descriptions and glossy 
pictures. The only way to reach these peo­ 
ple is to send an agent among them ; one 
who came from their country, speaks their 
language, and can tell them in plain terms 
just what our State is, without superficial 
coloring or exaggeration. Let him be a 
man who can go into their agricultural 
academies, and in a lecture explain in good, 
concise terms our system of farming and 
fruit-raising, and tell of the wonderful re­ 
sources of our magnificent State. Let him 
tie a man who has the confidence of the 
best people here, and is also known and 
trastea by the officials and high clergy 
abroad, as well as among his former peo­ 
ple. 
By pursuing such a course, the best 
service would be rendered the incoming 
settler and to our country. 


Tiie Law Concerning Salm on. 
Ens. Recobh-Uniok : By your kind per­ 
mission I wish to say a few words through 
your columns respecting the past and pres­ 
ent salmon laws.* At the last Legislature 
there was a bill passed ir. the interest of 
Mr. Bradford and other cannery men at 
and below Collinsville—changing tiie close 
season, and making it unlawful to catch 
sahuon through tbe m onth of September, 
instead of allowing it (the close seasonl to 
remain as it was—in August. We have 
three Fish Commissioners appointed by the 
Governor of the State to see to the propaga­ 
tion of fish, salmon especially, and how 
Commissioner Buckingham could stand 
idly by and not raise his voice against the 
passage of such a law—having been an old 
river fisherman himself—is more than I can 
account for. Now, I utter.d to show by the 
following wherein the changing of the old 
law was a detrim ent tothesalm on interests 
of the State and a starvation business to the 
fishermen above Emmaton, and wholly in 
the interests of the cannery men and Greek 
and Italian fishermen at atid below Collins­ 
ville. 
The salmon—for what is called the fall 
run—start to come in through the Golden 
Gate about the 1st of August; consequently 
the fishermen of the lower waters are on 
hand and lay out their nets, some of them 
being as lunch as four hundred fathoms 
long, while others lap on to them again 
and again, forming cordons of nets in such 
a manner that every inlet and passage is 
stopped and nearly all the salmon are 
caught before they reach Rio Vista. What 
few do reach above that point are so sick 
and full of sores and scales taken oft them 
with breaking, forcing and struggling to get 
through nets, that they are hardly fit to eat. 
arid not in a condition to deposit healthy 
spawn. Now, all this is done in the month 
o f August; whereas, had the dose season 
remained for the month of August, the 
salmon would have had time to become 
plentiful in tbe bays and rivers of tbe 
titnte, and to reach the spawning grounds 
in a healthy condition. 
But it is now just 
the reverse. 
I was speaking to Commissioner Buck­ 
ingham some eight or ten day3 ago on the 
subject, and he acknowledged that „the 
changing of the closed season from August 
to September was very wrong, and that no 


salmon had reached the spawning grounds 
up to that time. I saw a statement of Com­ 
missioner Dibble, in an article in the 
R eooed-U niok, refuting press statements 
that they (the Commissioners) were selling 
spawn foriish-bait at the hatchery. In his 
statement Mr. Dibble said : “ They have 
not yet caught any salmon at the hatchery, 
and in fact they are not there to catch.” 
It is no wonder that there was no salmon 
at that time at the hatchery. 
How, in the 
name of common sense, was it possible for 
salmon to get there, when they were al­ 
lowed to be ail caught, or nearly so. l>efore 
they readied half way to that point ? 
Now, if these statements are not suffi 
cient evidence of the fact that the law, as it 
now stands, is a detriment to the propaga­ 
tion of salmon, and an injury to tiie Saera- 
mento-river fishermen, then I don’t know 
what it is. Another thing can be seen 
plainly why the salmon are nearly all 
stopped. W hen the fishermen at and above 
Rio Vista begin fishing on Sunday night of 
.each week, they meet with some little suc­ 
cess simply because there are two days of 
each week—Saturday and Sunday—allowed 
for the salmon to pass. The balance of the 
week there are very few caught, after all 
the nets below the points spoken of are 
spread. 
In conclusion. I would say, that unless 
the close season is set back to August at 
the next sitting of the Legislature, then 
good-by to salmon fishing on the Sacra­ 
mento river.

Houie-Made Picture Fram es. 
The following directions for making neat 
picture frames from common brown paper 
are so full and clear that our readers will 
have no difficulty in carrying' them o u t: 
Take an ordinary drawing, or print o r pho­ 
tograph. Mount the picture with ordinary 
paste on a piece of smooth cardboard. Any 
color, plain or printed, will do, if it has 
only a fair surface and enough thickness to 
withstand the warping. Let this cardboard 
be the size of the print (that is, the actual 
black-and-white picture, regardless of the 
margin it possessed in its firft state), with 
an outer margin of equal width all around. 
If the print itself is five bv seven inches 
allow a clear three inches each side, making 
the size of the mount eleven by thirteen 
inches. Paste the picture (without cutting 
otf the old margin, as it may be useful for 
rcfeience, and will be hidden) in the exact 
center. Then take a piece of the gray 
mottled cardboard, now so much used and 
so easily obtained ; cut from the center a 
piece either 5 by 7 or 6 by 8 inches, at will. 
Some prefer the gray mount to touch the 
picture everyw here; others iike a narrow- 
white border, with the name of the artist, 
etc., visible. This is, we think, only to be 
decided by the character of the drawing, as 
some arc- much improved by allowing no 
other white than tbut left in the drawing 
to destroy tiie value of the tones of the 
picture itself. Having cut the gray mount, 
take a piece of rough cardboard, the top of 
a paper box or other available material, cut 
it 11 by 13; and at the distance of three- 
fourtlis of an inch below the top. and say 
'liree inches and a half from each side, cut 
two short upright slits with a sharp pen­ 
knife, and pass a piece of narrow tape 
through them ; this will lie fiat on tiie sur­ 
face. and should be tied behind in a knot 
close to one of the slits, so that a 
firm and 
unobtrusive support is left 
to suspend the picture when complete. 
Then, having procured a piece of glass 11 
by 13 inches, the size of these three pieces 
of board, lay the earboard flat on a table, 
above that place the mounted etching, then 
over that the cut-out mount, and the glass 
above all. Next cut some thick brown 
paper into strips of about an inch or an 
inch and a half w ide; thoroughly paste 
these, and bind the four thicknesses to­ 
gether, the brown paper showing about 
half an inch all round in the front, and 
well over the back, being cut in miter 
fashion at the angles. When dry it will 
be ready to 
bang, and, after cleaning 
oft any 
paste-n arks 
from 
the glass, 
will be found a 
very pleasing little 
picture, unpretentious in appearance, the 
framing 
being 
not 
unlike 
a plain 
oak frame at a distance, and an ornament 
—or at least no disfigurement—in itself, 
apart 
from 
the 
actual 
etching, 
in 
any room 
it 
may 
find 
itself. 
The 
cost 
of 
the 
glass 
is 
at 
most 
12 
cents, and the cardboard perhaps 5 or 0 
cents, so tb it for 17 or 18 cents a picture 
may be neatly framed. 
But tliis does not 
exhaust the possibilities of brown paper. 
If the old giided molding, fiv-specked and 
tarnishing, is well reclothed with brown 
paper, soaked with paste, and well stuck 
on, so that it shows every feature of the 
molding, it gives a very presentable appear­ 
ance. The paper should be pasted some 
few minutes before use, and thoroughly 
molded to the wood. Each hollow and 
fillet will he seen sharply defined ; and the 
whole will dry hard, and. while un­ 
like paper, look 
somewhat like oak, 
and 
present 
a 
certain 
fresh 
character 
of 
its 
own, 
not 
attain­ 
able in any other way. In this case the 
brown paper itself is a pleasant variety to 
the gray mottled card for the cut-out 
m ount, and an ideal setting to many wood 
engravings, as it gives such value to the 
blacks and whites of the print, in the same 
way that a good photograph gains by a 
dark, dull m ount.—[Science News. 


Too Much Sugar. 
A mother often complains that her child 
Í3 troubled greatly with sour stomach, but 
this cause is no longer mysterious when 
the mother, to quiet th e little one so that 
she can continue her account of the case, 
sets down before her a little dish of sugar, 
from which the child may help itself. Most 
mothers would give candy or a cookie in­ 
stead, though some feed their children with 
lumps of sugar from the bowl, believing 
that the children need sugar, and better 
have it in that form than in any other. 
In 
any case of this kind there is a 
very frequent call for water. 
Do you 
know how vinegar is made ? You can’get 
plenty of it by m ixing sugar or molasses 
with water and keeping it warm. A sour 
taste in the mouth after eating sweets is of 
very common occurrence. 
It is the acid caused by the fermentation 
of the sugar left in the mouth with the sa­ 
liva that causes the decay of children's 
teeth—this and the lack of bone-forming 
material in daily food. 
Vinegar “ eats" 
lime, as one can tell by leaving an egg in 
vinegar. Bits of sugar or candy left to fer­ 
ment among the teeth destroy their enamel, 
as well as do pickles. The child that is fed 
on sweets naturally craves pickles as an 
antidote, but well-fed children are con­ 
tented with plain nourishing food, if prop­ 
erly prepared and sufficiently varied. 
Many imagine that all children should 
have free access to both sugar and pickles, 
in order to suppress what they suppose to 
be natural cravings, and to prevent thefts 
of sugar from the family bowl.

taken policy.—[American Agriculturist. 


MECHANICAL NO IES. 


T h e B e e a d R efo r m M o v e m e n t .—On the 
part of the English physicians there is said 
to be a growing disposition in favor of the 
movement in behalf of “ whole 
meal 
bread," that is, on practical rather than on 
theoretical and chemical gronnds, it being 
held that the bread which contains all the 
constituents of the wheat, except the outer, 
insoluble and irritating portion of the seed, 
seems, when the appetite for it has been 
obtained, to be more‘satisfying and digest­ 
ible than the white product found on most 
tables. It is believed, too. that for children 
the whole meal is preferable for sustaining 
growth and for building up the skeleton 
strongly and in perfect form. 
B y an im ­ 
proved process in the production of decor­ 
ticated whole meal the extreme outer coat­ 
ing of the wheat grain is cleverly removed; 
and, on this abrading process being com­ 
pleted, the whole of the grain is reduced to 
a tine flour, in which are retaiued all the 
substances that are nutritious and digest­ 
ible. 


Swiss T reat.vf.nt of Consumption.—An 
interesting report is given of the experi­ 
ments made by Dr. Albrecht on consump­ 
tive patients in a hospital at Berne, Swit­ 
zerland. These experiments were made 
with a view to ascertaining the effect of 
oxygen inhalation upon the development 
of phthisis, and whether, by increasing the 
rate of organic combustion by this means, 
the bactenum of phthisis had been dis­ 
charged with certainty on several occasions. 
The patients were first submitted to an ap­ 
propriate hi«hly nutritious diet, consisting 
of milk and peptone, and twice a week 
they were weighed with great care. It was 
observed that, as soon as the oxygen inhal­ 
ations began, the daily loss of weight was 
checked, and in some cases the weight in ­ 
creased, dyspnoea diminished, and Uie mi­ 
croscope showed fewer bacteria. 


It is announced that an English inventor 
has lately devised a method of coating tin 
with a material resembling glass, which 
removes all danger of poison in canned 
goods, and the adoption of his process is 
likely to soon become general. 
A balloon railroad is to lie constructed in 
the Austrian Tyrol. The balloon will have 
grooved wheels on its car, and these will 
run on nearly perpendicular rails, the gas 
providing the lifting power. Gravitation 
will be used on the down trips. 
The most efficient fire-proof doors are of 
wood covered with tinned iron. The door 
is made of two thicknesses of tongued and 
grooved boards, crossing each other diag­ 
onally and thoroughly nailed together. 
The sheets of tin are bent over at tlie 
edges, forming locked joints, as in a tinned 
roof. 
French engineers have succeeded in find­ 
ing water in the desert country of Southern 
Tunis. A t a depth of 01 mteres they 
reached water, which rushed from the 
ground with such velocity that it carried 
along stones weighing 12 kilogrammes and 
threw them high into the air. The well 
yields 3,000 cubic meters of water per m in­ 
ute. 
It has been discovered that the use of 
petroleum as a lubricant, unless it is fre­ 
quently cleaned from the gudgeon, causes 
a mineral glaze to form on the metal, pre­ 
venting the action of the parts. 
This 
advice was given by a m achinist: “ Clean 
machines w ith petroleum, but be careful to 
wipe off every particle of the oil with a 
cloth, and then apply machine or sperm 
oil." 
Petroleum will remove denser oils, 
and is itself easily removed. For protect­ 
ing metal from rust it is admirable, but it 
must not be used where there is fric tion. 
Of the 413 species of trees found in the 
United States, there1 are sixteen species 
whose perfectly dry wood will sink in 
water. The heaviest of these is the black 
ironwood {CbmlalUt, /erren) of Southern 
Florida, which is more than 30 per cent, 
heavier than water. 01 the others, the 
best known are the lignum vitie (Guaiacnni 
sanctum) and mangrove (Ithizophora wan­ 
gle). Another is a small uak (Que^eus grísea) 
found in the mountains of Western Texas. 
Southern New Mexico and Arizona, and 
westward to the Colorado Desert, at an 
elevation ot 5,000 to 10,000 feet. All the 
species in which the wood is heavier than 
water belong to semi-tropical Florida or 
the arid interior Pacific region.

A Storm Ouellecl by Oil. 
The steamship Polynesia arrived at New 
York from Hamburg Friday night, and re­ 
ported having encountered a cyclone, dur­ 
ing which her companion hatch ladders 
and all movable articles had been washed 
overboard? 
Captain Kuhn said : “ We 
sailed from Ham burg on July 2d, with 24t) 
passengers, and bad fine weather until we 
reached the banks. On August 10th, in 
latitude 53°. longitude 53’ 30', a terrible cy­ 
clone swept down on us. 
We were some­ 
what prepared for it, however. At 3 o’clock 
in the morning the barometer stood at 31.10. 
By 8 o'clock, or in four hours, it had fallen 
to 29.60, a half inch. This in summer 
weather means a storm. 
“ I ordered all the hatches to be closed 
down and to prepare for a hurricane. The 
barometer still continued to fall fast. At 
10 o’clock the wind suddenly swept down 
on us in a perfect fury, and in a moment 
the sea ran mountains high. I immediate­ 
ly ordered the engines to stop, and decided 
to lay to until the cyclone had passed, feel­ 
ing assured that it would only last a few 
hours, and that if we went ahead we 
should get the full force of it. The wind 
first struck us from the southeast and the 
sea was lashed into a perfect fury. 
Wave 
after wave dashed on our starboard, but we 
managed to keep her head in such a posi­ 
tion that little harm was done. 
i 
“ At 10 o'clock the wind suddenly shifted j 
to the southward, and a terrific breaker, ; 
looking like a huge mountain of water, 
broke over our starboard bow. 
1 tell you, 
sir, it unnerved me for a moment. 
I have 
never seen anything so terrific. 
1 have 
seen gales off Mauritius, and anyone who 
has been to sea knows they are bad enough, 
but this beat them all. 
The water fell ' 
with a crash on the deck, knocked down ! 
the seamen who were on duty, and hurled 
them against the bulwarks. 
It swept the 
deck from stem to stern, carried away a 
companion hatch, and poured into the 
cabins, causing a panic among the passen­ 
gers, who were kept below. 
It knocked 
down the chief steward and broke his leg,- 
and also carried away the ladder leading to 
the spar deck. 
I think if another wave 
had immediately followed this we should 
have gone down. We got her head righted 
again and continued to receive the breakers 
on our deck for some time, the wind at the 
same time tearing through our rigging at a 
fearful rate. 
“ At midday another huge breaker broke 
with full force on our bow. 
It carried 
away a boat and the main gaff and all 
movable articles on deck. 
I saw that- 
something must be done to try and stop 
this, and decided to try the effects of oil. 
A tank of paint oil was placed on the star­ 
board side of the ship, and the oil allowed 
to leak out. The effect wTas marvelous. 
It 
gradually spread 
over 
the water and 
quieted it right down. The oil spread over 
a large space around the vessel and quelled 
the storm entirely. The cyclone lasted 
for eight hours, passing off to the north­ 
west." 
“ Do you think steamers now crossing 
the Atlantic will be in any way endangered 
by the gale ?" 
“ No. It only covered a small space, and 
passed away to tbe northwest. 
We were 
on the edge of it. The next day I noticed 
several sailing vessels with their sails and 
rigging tom to pieces. They had evidently 
received the full force of it. 
Wc were 
about 900 miles from Sandy Hook.’’—[Bos­ 
ton Transcript.

$ 100. 
The Butte county poor-house has sixty- 
two patients. 
The police force of Carson has been re­ 
duced to one man. 
It is said that Tulare lake has risen four 
inches since last spring. 
Spokane falls. \V. T., is to have six elec­ 
tric lights of 2,000-candle power each. 
Livermore has had to close its schools 
on account of the prevalence of diphtheria. 
Squirrels have destroyed m any acres of 
grain and feed in the vicmitv of Tuscarora, 
Ñev. 
There are 113 convicts in the Nevada 
State Prison and 150 patients in the State 
Insane Asylum. 
Many young chicks are being success­ 
fully hatched by incubator atth e San Diego 
county ostrich farm. 
Wm. Kriesne* of Cedar Rapids, Iowa, 
has been chosen Superintendent of the Los 
Angeles city schools. 
The Calico P rin t says: “ Calico is dirty, 
nasty and filthy, and if some of the nuis­ 
ances now existing are not abated we will 
all die.” 
J. E. Armstrong, a teacher of swimming 
at Santa Cruz, won a bet of $50 on Satur­ 
day last by lifting in harness 2,087 pounds. 
He lifted it three times in succession. 
The fish used at the Hotel del Monte, 
Monterey, is bought in San 
Francisco, 
most of it having been previously caught 
in Monterey bay. So says the Santa Cruz 
Surf. 
The other day the devil on the W hite 
Fine (Nev.) Nctci had all the screws set to 
change tlic politics of the paperi but the 
editor came home and nipped the scheme 
in its infancy.

A woman near the Dai les owns a fine 
farm which she bought with money made 
by her own exertions in peddling eggs, but­ 
ter, vegetables, etc., besides supporting a 
worthless husband. 
A “ giant's causeway” of five-sided ba­ 
saltic columns, covering m any acres, has 
been found on Mount St. Helena. They 
are of a pale greenish-yellow color, and are 
said to be very beautiful. 
There are only four Democrats in the 
town of Oceanside, San Diego county, and 
as not one of them would accept the post­ 
mastership, a dved-iu-the-wool Republican 
has been given the office. 
The Town Trustees of Dixon have raised 
the quarterly licenses of washhouses to 
$25, and the Chinese have shut, up their 
places and say they will do no more busi­ 
ness until the tax is reduced. 
The I,yon County Times describes a sat of 
hieroglyphics 011 rocks east of Dayton and 
thinks they resemble those of ancient Mex­ 
ico, proving that the Aztecs had visited and 
perhaps had settlements in Nevada.

They will be photo­ 
graphed, and an effort made to decipher 
them. 
Thursday a num ber of teamsters near 
Fresno encountered a dense swarm of bees, 
which darkened the air as far as they could 
see. They were obliged to unhitch their 
horses and flee to avoid being stung to 
death. 
A man was arrested at Fresno on Friday 
night for furnishing prisoners in the 
County Jail with whisky. 
He bored a 
hole through an iron shutter, put. the end 
of a funnel therein and poured the liquor 
through it. 
A. lienitz, who has a herd of Angora 
goats running on the hills near Verdi, says 
this year's crop of mohair, which he sold 
to a plush factory at Seymour, Connecticut, 
brought from 50 to GO cents per pound, ag­ 
gregating over $-1,000. 
At the Tacoma sawmill in the First 
ward ol Tacoma, \V. T., there is a sawdust 
deposit twenty feet ¡11 depth, upon which 
is growing a luxuriant cluster of tomato 
vines, hearing upon their stems tomatoes 
as large as a m an’s fist. 
In theB runeau valley, I. T., recently, a 
mountain lion killed an 8-year-old hoy 
w ithin a short distance of hisliom e. The 
boy’s father saw the lion seize him , and, 
running for his gun, killed the anim al, but 
too late to save the boy's life. 
A young couple eloped at Sweetwater, 
Nev., recently, and started in a buggy to 
get a marriage license. After riding a 
couple of iuilc-s over a rocky road the girl’s 
courage 
failed 
her, however, and she 
jum ped out and ran hack to her mother. 
The H awthorne (Nev.) Bulletin says: 
The Indians are leaving Belleville on ac­ 
count of some strange disease which is 
carrying them off. They are niuel) alarmed, 
and are going to new camping grounds as 
last as they can get their ponies to cartv 
them. 
Fort Hoaehuca is to have some more 
new buildings. An appropriation of $8.000 
is to he made to build a guardhouse, shops, 
etc. 
From all appearances there is good 
reason to believe that Huachuca ere Tong 
will he made headquarters of the military 
departm ent of Arizona. 
• Mrs. Rider, whoso nam e has been widely 
mentioned in this State as a remarkable in­ 
stance of the success of the faith euro, died 
recently at Grass Valley, and a post mor­ 
tem showed the presence of a large tumor 
in the abdominal cavity and a badly dis­ 
eased condition of bath 'heart and lungs. 
A company of Nevadans have lately 
taken up under the Placer Land Act the en­ 
tire surface of Owens lake, twenty miles 
long by ten miles wide. Vats are being 
excavated along its level shores, into which', 
by steam power, the water is pumped from 
the lake. The hot sun of cloudjtss days 
brings rapid evaporation, leaving carbonate 
of soda in the vat. 


M o u n t S h a s ta . 
The following is an extract from a lecture 
delivered in the National 
Museum of 
"Washington, D. C., by Professor J. S. Dil- 
ler, of the United States Geological Survey : 
In strong contrast with the arctic condi­ 
tion of Mount Shasta to-day are the cir­ 
cumstances attending its upbuilding, when 
it wa3 an active volcano belching forth 
streams of fiery lava that flowed down the 
slopes now occupied by ice. It is a battle­ 
field of the elements within the earth 
against those above it. In its earlv days 
the forces beneath it were victorious, and 
built up the m ountain in the face of wind 
and weather, but gradually the volcanic 
energy died away, and the low temperature 
called into play those destructive agents 
which are now reversing the process and 
gradually reducing the mountain toward 
a general level. A microscopical exam ina­ 
tion of the rocks of Mount Shasta reveals 
the fact that it is composed chiefly, if not 
wholly, of three kinds of lava. Several 
sm all "areas of metamorphic rocks occur 
w ithin its borders, but there is no evidence 
to show that they form any considerable 
portion of the m ountain. * * * From 
the fact that there are three kinds of lava 
in the structure of Mount Shasta, it must 
not be concluded that they all issued from 
the same volcanic vent, nor that they were 
effused from three separate and distinct 
openings. In reality, contributions to the 
upbuilding of Mount Shasta have been 
made by over twenty volcanic 
open­ 
ings, of which 
two 
have been prin­ 
cipal 
and 
far 
more 
prolific 
than 
all 
the 
parasitic 
vents 
combined. 
This 
enumeration 
does 
not 
include 
those large fissures in the side of the cone, 
which are evidently attributable to the 
hydrostatic pressure of the molten mass 


within. The small num ber of parasitic 
cc nes on the stones of Mnun; Shasta is some­ 
what remarkable, especially when we com­ 
pare it with the largest volca o in Europe. 
Although it is much higher than .Etna its 
base is less expansive, ami its size is about 
half that of the mighty monarch of the 
Mediterranean. 
Upon the irregular slopes 
of .Etna there are 200 prominent subsidiary 
cones, besides over 400 of smaller size. On 
the contrary, Mount Shasta has but a score 
of sucli accessories, and the remarkable reg­ 
ularity of its acute form forcibly expresses 
the highly concentrated type of volcanic 
energy which it represents." 


T h e O rig in o f H u stle s . 
A newspaper paragraph makes this cari­ 
ous announcem ent: “ A New York com­ 
pany which manufactures every day 1,800 
hustles 'stuffed with renovated antelope 
hair, has just begun the manufacture of 
life-preservers stuffed with the same mate­ 
rial.” 
It is one of the singular freaks of fashion 
in women's dresses, that while other feat­ 
ures of the dress are changed to suit the de­ 
crees of fashion with almost bewildering 
frequency, this one known as the bustle 
does not disappear or change, unless, in­ 
deed, it be t 1 change to larger and larger 
dimensions. In glancing over the fashion 
journals one is struck with the increasing 
dimensions of that qu ’er article <>f female 
apparel. The expansion of this feminine 
contrivance lias now attained proportions 
little short of the ridiculous. It has reached 
a point as absurd in its way as the ancient 
fashion of expanding the skirts at the bot­ 
tom till they were shaped like a pyram id. 
The dictionary gives this definition": 
B ustle. A k in d o f pad. or cushion, w orn bv 
Indies for the purpose of expanding the skirt's 
behind ; cubed ulso a bishop. 
The etymology of the word is not clear. 
It seems to be of French derivation; hut 
the word itself has more of the Anglo- 
Saxon quality. But 1 lie meaning of the 
English word—the older meaning—is not 
caculated to elucidate the question of 
origin. “ Bustle” is nearly synonvmous 
with confusion. W e are quite positive 011 
this point, because the evident use of the 
bustle is to produce confusion in the mas­ 
culine mind. That it really has this con­ 
fusing effect in that direction is shown by 
the well-known dense ignorance among 
men as to its composition and construc­ 
tion, and their widely differing theories. 
No wonder the men are confused. The 
"slinky” style of feminine skirts, hanging 
straight down, would hardly do. if art has 
so far hidden and confused the graceful 
outlines of the human form—particularly 
the female form—that it has become im ­ 
possible to obtain the requisite apparent 
pinguidity as evidenced by the outline of the 
skirt, without resorting to additional artifi­ 
cial devices in the shape of big cushions, 
we suppose that even this dromedary look 
must be better than the removal of the 
bustic. But, realiy. would not something 
resembling the classic simplicity and flow­ 
ing grace of the ancient Grecian dress for 
the women he belter than either?

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T h e L iq u o r L a w o f A ll t h e S ta te s . 
A special etlort was made to obtain a 
statem ent of the methods adopted in the 
several States and Territories of the Union 
in dealing with the liquor question, and 
answers were received at the several Secre­ 
taries of States as follows : 
Ironclad prohibition States with consti­ 
tutional provision against the manufacture 
and sale <4 intoxicating liquors : Vermont. 
Maine, Iowa and Kansas—4. 
Prohibition Sta'e, hot 110 constitutional 
provision : New Hampshire—1. 
Slates in which prohibition has been 
tried, but either for lack of success or 
change in public sentiment, changed to 
milder methods : Massachusetts, Connecti­ 
cut, Indiana, Michigan and Wisconsin—5. 
States and Territories having general and 
stringent license or “ local option” laws: 
Rhode Island. New York, Pennsylvania, 
West Virginia, South Carolina. Arkansas, 
Illinois, Minnesota, Nebraska, Dakota and 
\V ashington—11. 
S atcs allowing “ local option” by special 
Act of the Legislature: N orth Carolina, 
Georgia, Alabama and Mississippi—4. 
^ States and Territories having no *general 
laws, and where 110 special attention has 
been given to the subject: New Jersey, 
Maryland, Virginia, Louisiana, K entucky’ 
Ohio, Missouri, Nevada, Colorado, Arizona, 
Montana, New Mexico, W yoming and 
Utah—14. 
States and Territories from which we 
have been unable to obtain replies : Flor­ 
ida, Texas, Tennessee, California, Oregon, 
Idaho and U tah—7. Total, 46. 
The unique position occupied by Ohio 
compelled us to classify this State as we 
have, though it can hardly he said that no 
special attention has been"paid to the sub­ 
ject of temperance in Ohio, especially of 
late years.—{Philadelphia Press. 


D e a th o f a V a lu a b le C ow . 
Mrs. Samuel M. Shoemaker has lost by 
death from inflammation of the lungs the 
world-renowned 
cow, Princess Second 
which astonished the world by giving in 
six day3 a yield of forty-six pounds and ten 
and a half ounces of "butter. This test of 
her butter qualities tvi^s completed A pril 
10, 1883. Some tim e after the tests the 
blankets were taken off rather suddenly, it 
is thought, and she took cold, from which 
she never recovered. She was a magnificent 
anim al, of great vitality and torce, as well 
a sa fine butter producer. One of thesierets 
of her immense yield of butter was her 
great vitality and" appetite. 
During the 
very bight of the test, when she was fed as 
large quantities ol hultar-producing food 
as it was thought she could safely hear, she 
broke loose 
one night and consumed 
over 200 pounds of prepared food in a box 
111 the .stable. About two years ago Air 
Shoemaker refused $25,000. for her. She was 
eight years and six m onths old when she 
died. She was an imported cow, and was 
bought at auction in New York for $-1,800. 
She^ was of 
the celebrated Coomassie 
strain. Her last calf was sold during an 
absence from home ot Mrs. Shoemaker for 
•r10,000, hut the sale did not stand. Mrs. 
Shoemaker refusing to ratify it on her re­ 
turn. 
W hile the Burnside Park Jersey 
herd had sustained great loss in the death 
of Princess Second, it is thought her place 
will he more than filled bv a noble cow of 
grand physique of the same strain. This 
anim al, Oxford Kate, a near relative of 
Princess Second, has already a record of 
thirty-nine pounds twelve ounces of butter 
in seven days, which is already second to 
Princess Second, and as she" has never 
been pushed, it is believed she can heat the 
foremost record. The father of this cow 
sold for 40,150. All the Burnside herd are 
in tine condition.—[Baltimore Sun.

D O M ESTIC N E W S. 


T he I’aritan -G en esta T aeht H are. 
N ew Y o rk . September 11th.—The Signal 
Service promises for to-day easterly winds, 
with plenty of white caps outside Sandy 
Hook. 
This causes some consternation 
among the backers of the Puritan, as it is 
generally thought the Genesta is the better 
in a strong wind and sea. 
The failure of the Puritan and Genesta 
to race 011 Monday and Wednesday is prob­ 
ably responsible for the decrease in busi­ 
ness done by excursion steamers to-day. 
Very few of the many steamers left their 
piers this morning with full complement 
of passengers. The Iron Steamboat Com­ 
pany sent out three steamers and the 
Knickerbocker line two. The num ber of 
private yachts and steamers which left the 
citv was certainly sm aller than on Monday. 
But the flotilla which gathered around 
Scotland light-ship was imposing in num ­ 
bers, even if it did not equal the dimen­ 
sions of the great lleet which covered the 
face of the ocean one week ago. 
In addi­ 
tion to the countless num ber of yachts, 
from the majestic schooner to the saucy 
little sloops and cutters, which dashed 
atxiut among their larger companions, 
there were steam yachts and a num ber ol' 
large steamers especially engaged for the 
guests of the New Y’ork Yacht Club. Some 
eager persons went down to Sandy Hook 
last night, expecting to find accommoda­ 
tions. and had a sorry time of it, walking 
about, wet, hungry ’and cold upon that 
inhospitable spot, and few of them re­ 
mained to see the boat race, which had 
prompted them to their unwise expedition. 
Famished with cold and hunger, they took 
the earliest !>oats or trains for New York 
or Long Branch. 
The day was regarded as a most favora­ 
ble one for the Genesta, but the Puritan 
after the Goelet cup, run in a roaring south­ 
easter at Newport, should not be thought 
to dislike the weather. General Ben But­ 
ler could not have wished a better breeze 
lor the American than to-day. He is not 
thought to have any reason to complain, 
even though he were arranging the match 
as he di<l at Gloucester, when the only con­ 
dition of the race was that there should be 
an 8-knot breeze. It was then said, after 
he had been beaten by the Fortuna, Gitava 
and Mohican, that he had all the wind he 
wanted, and the process of whipping him 
was termed “ Evicting Ben Butler.’' 
He 
will go over the course to-day on the 
America. It is thought the America will 
never have shown to better advantage, for 
in a rattling low-sail breeze she is regarded 
as very fast. 
The third trial fur America’s cup is to be 
made to-day, under circumstances promis­ 
ing well for a good race anil Yankee suc­ 
cess, unless, as 011 the last trial, the adage 
of “ too many cooks” shall apply to pre­ 
vent the Puritan from being skillfully 
handled. The accident which defeated the 
last attempted trial of speed is now attrib­ 
uted to the Puritan having too m any sail­ 
ing masters. The Times of this morning 
says her sailing master was dissuaded front 
doing w hat he was advised to do. A boat 
cannot be sailed successfully by a syndi­ 
cate, even if each member of it is provided 
with proxies, empowered to cast the votes 
of stockholders upon such questions as to 
when it is best to tack. The day is cool 
and clear. The first dispatch froiii Sandy 
Hook announces the sea rough but going 
down, and the wind sixteen miles per 
hour. 
Betting on the result of the race is active 
down town this morning. The odds,while 
in a majority of cases in favor of the 
Puritan, were not as heavy as on Monday. 
Sporting men seem to think that with a 
stiff breeze and heavy seas the Genesta will 
be able to outsail her competitor with ease. 
There were few offers of two to one in favor 
of the Puritan, and thev found ready 
takers. 
THE KACT. 
New Yokk, September 11th.—The yachts 
started at 11:30, with the wind blowing 
from the cast at the rate of sixteen miles 
an hour. An outward-bound bark got in 
the way of both yachts, compelling them 
to pay oil, which placed the Genesta ahead, 
which position she maintained for some 
time, but was finally passed by the Puritan . 
1 hey did not round the float, and at 0:15 
the Genesta came in in tow, the Puntan 
sailing in, 


D ETA ILS OF T H E COXTEST. 
N ew Y o rk , September 11th.—To-day’s 
yacht race lias proved another fiat failure 
for lack of wind and the delay in getting 
the yachts started. A large num ber ot 
steamboats, steam yachts and sailing craft 
accompanied the contestants of the course 
to the outer mark, where the Puritan ar­ 
rived at 5:37, the Genesta being nearly two 
miles to the leeward of it. Both yachts 
were towed back to the Horseslme| from 
whence they will start at about 10 o'clock 
to-morrow morning. The start was made 
at 11:30 in a fresh breeze from the north­ 
east, and an ugly easterly swell. If it were 
not for the delay in putting the crews and 
officers 011 the yachts from the judges’ 
boat, m any think the race might have been 
sailed to-day within the tim e limit of seven 
hours. 
The early morning gave every 
promise of a good breeze for the contest, 
and a good yachting day for ail. H un­ 
dreds of people were early astir and flock­ 
ing to the sieamboat docks, each with high 
hopes for the success of their favorite boat. 
A larger number of yachtsmen and their 
friends than usual left the pier this morn­ 
ing, and all were certain that the race 
would be made in seven hours. At 9 o’clock 


ju< _ 
Schuyler and Stebblns, arrived at Tomp- 
kinsville, Staten Island. The Genesta was 
also under weight, heading for th e 'N a r­ 
rows under a jib. 
Her white-jacketed 
crew were soon aloft iu the rigging and the 
cutter’s mainsail was hoisted in a lew m in­ 
utes. The easterly winds which had pre­ 
vailed 
yesterday left a heavy ground 
swell, which rolled over the bar and 
west 
bank, 
making 
i-self 
felt 
as 
the 
yachts, under " sail, made 
their 
“way through the channel, to the Scot­ 
land lightship, the starting point. By half­ 
past 10 several steamers, the steam yachts 
Atalanta, Electra, W anda, and over ¡1 score 
of sailing yachts, includiimGeneral Butler’s 
America, were assembled near the light. 
The wind was blowing a fresh breeze from 
the eastward, and the tide was about one- 
quarter ebb when the preparatory signal 
was given at 11:30, followed by one to 
start at 11:35. 
The course was east by 
north, twenty miles to windward and re­ 
turn. The Puritan lay hove when the sig­ 
nal was given, while the Genesta lay near 
the imaginary line ready to slip over in a 
moment. By excellent management, Capt. 
Crocker sent the Puritan across the line 
first in handsome shape, in -II seconds 
after the whistle was blown, the Genesta 
following six seconds later, and to leeward 
about 200 yards.
